COLLAGE:  SELECTIONS  FROM  THE  PERMANENT  COLLECTION 
AT  THE  WHITNEY  MUSEUM  OF  AMERICAN  ART  DOWNTOWN  BRANCH 

The  Downtown  Branch  of  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  is  presenting 
a  selection  of  more  than  25  collages  from  the  Museum's  Permanent  Collection 
from  August  15  through  September  8.    An  apparent  increased  interest  in  and 
use  of  collage  among  contemporary  artists  has  prompted  this  exhibition  which 
emphasizes  traditional  papier  colle  and  also  shows  examples  that  approach 
three-dimensional  assemblage.     Among  the  artists  whose  works,  ranging  in  date 
from  1920  to  the  present,  are  included  are  Romare  Bearden,  Alfred  Leslie, 
Conrad  Marca,-Reilli ,  Robert  Motherwell,  Robert  Rauschenberg ,  and  Joseph  Stella. 

By  highlighting  works  that  are  rarely  seen  together  as  a  group  the 
exhibition  seeks  to  sharpen  the  focus  on  the  collage  tradition  in  American  Art 
as  it  has  evolved  during  the  past  half  century.    The  primary  focus  of  the 
selections  is  on  collage  as  a  method  of  creating  and  informing  abstract  images. 
It  is  the  particular  nature  of  collage  that  the  applied  forms  retain  a  residue 
of  their  prior  context  that  contributes  to  the  rich  complex  of  superimposed 
forms  on  the  picture  surface.
